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Anger over cathedral’s 
’outrageous’ rent rises 


A BUSINESSMAN says “outra¬ 
geous” rent increases are 
forcing shopkeepers out of 
buildings owned by Ely 
Cathedral. 

Andrew Cox has run mens- 
wear shop, James Cox, in a 
cathedral-owned shop unit in 
Ely’s High Street for more than 
20 years. 

But he has now re-located to 
a privately-owned unit direct¬ 
ly opposite his old premises - 
as he says the cathedral want¬ 
ed to increase his rent by 55 
per cent. 

The proposal was then 
reduced to a 27 per cent rise 
but Mr Cox said that too was 
“despicable in the current eco¬ 
nomic climate”. 

The cathedral says even 
though Mr Cox’s former shop 
is owned by the cathedral, it is 
managed externally - along 
with the cathedral’s other 
properties. 

Mr Cox said: “At first they 
wanted to increase my rent by 
55 per cent and then they low¬ 
ered that to 27 per cent. 

“Both those levels of increase 
are despicable - especially in 
the current economic climate. 

“I cannot speak on behalf of 
other people who run busi¬ 
nesses in the buildings owned 
by the cathedral but I know 
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they are all struggling and 
that they too are not happy 
that their rents are being put 
up so much. 

“The cathedral has been my 
landlord for 24 years and I’m 
disgusted with the way I’ve 
been treated. 

“They have acted like a big 
national chain with no inter¬ 
est in Ely whatsoever except 
for what they can earn from 
the town. 

“I have a horrible feeling that 
if this continues half of the 
shops which the cathedral 
owns in the High Street are 
going to become empty.” 

A spokeswoman for the 
cathedral said she could not 
comment on the issues raised 
by Mr Cox as the buildings are

managed externally by 
Cheffins, who are responsible 
for levels of rent. 

Simon Lewis, a director at 
Cheffins, said the firm has “no 
interest in increasing rents 
above the market value”. 

He said: “We manage what 
was James Cox and the other 
shops on behalf of the cathe¬ 
dral chapter and would 
describe the cathedral as a 
very reasonable landlord. 

“Mr Cox’s last rent review 
was in 1991 and his rent had 
remained at that level since 
that date. 

“I cannot divulge what his 
annual rent was as that is con¬ 
fidential but it is fair to 
describe it as historically low. 

“He was offered to stay in the 
building for a 27 per cent 
increase in his rent but he 
decided not to. 

“Yes, the economic climate is 
not great but we set the level of 
rent according to the market 
and that is the level that a 
potential newcomer would be 
willing to pay. 

“We have no interest in 
increasing rents above the 
market value. 

“The cathedral is not doing 
anything improper, it is sim¬ 
ply doing what any landlord 
would do.”

Police ‘must act 
over poisonings’ 
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A CAT owner insists police in 
Cambridgeshire are not taking 
the issue of suspected pet poi¬ 
soning seriously enough. 

Stuart Dunn, from Ely, has spo¬ 
ken out after two cats were 
thought to have been poisoned in 
a street close to his home. 

Mr Dunn, who lives with his 
family in Mallow Close, believes 
two of his cats may have died as a 
result of poisoning, one last year 
and the other year before, and 
says police were “not interested”. 

Mr Dunn is now too scared to 
let his family’s pet cat, Simba, 
outdoors in case the same hap¬ 
pens to him. 

He has decided to speak out 
after two cats died as a result of 
being poisoned in the Columbine 
Road area of Ely - just a stone’s 
throw from Mr Dunn’s home. 

As reported in the Ely News , 
Hayley Jones and her family were

left devastated last month after 
their cats, Kenny and Bubble, 
both died from being poisoned. 

Kenny was discovered dead in a 
neighbour’s shed while Bubble 
had to be put down by vets. 

Numerous other cat poisoning 
incidents have also been report¬ 
ed in the region in recent months. 

Mr Dunn said: “The police don’t 


take cat poisoning seriously 
enough and it’s about time they 
did. 

“Both our cats disappeared, one 
in 2011 and one last year, and I’m 
almost convinced that one or 
both may have fallen victim to 
something untoward as they 
never ventured far from home. 

“I reported both incidents to 
police and they weren’t even 
interested. It was if it wasn’t a 
serious enough crime. 

“They need to take the issue 
seriously and realise that there 
are certain people out there kill¬ 
ing much-loved family pets.” 

A spokesman for 

Cambridgeshire Police said: “We 
take all allegations of cruelty 
against animals very seriously 
and will investigate thoroughly. 

“We would also notify the 
appropriate authorities such as 
the RSPCA, should we discover 
any offences have been commit¬ 
ted.” 


Paradise Centre urges ‘selfish’ people to stop littering its grounds 


STAFF at Ely’s Paradise 
Centre have hit out at

Date set lor 
funeral of 
tragic Christie 

HUNDREDS of people are expect¬ 
ed to attend the funeral of popular 
former Ely College student Christie 
Couzens on Monday. 

Christie’s funeral is being held at 
St Mary’s Church in Ely at 3.15pm 
and people are being invited to 
wear bright colours. There will 
then be a party at the Ely Beet 
Club, in Lynn Road, from 6-9pm. 

Christie, 22, died after the yellow 
Triumph Daytona motorbike he 
was riding was involved in a colli¬ 
sion with a car along Branch Bank, 
Prickwillow. The accident hap¬ 
pened on Saturday, May 25. 

Christie, a former Ely College 
student who lived in Parsons Lane, 
Littleport, was pronounced dead 
at the scene. 

An inquest into his death has 
now been opened and adjourned 
pending further enquiries by 
Belinda Cheney, deputy coroner 
for South and West 
Cambridgeshire, and the cause of 
death has been given as multiple 
injuries. 

The car involved in the accident 
was a white Volkswagen estate 
vehicle. 

Its driver, a 40-year-old woman 
from Burwell, suffered serious 
injuries in the collision and was 
taken to Addenbrooke’s Hospital 
by air ambulance. Her passenger, 
a 41-year- old woman from Burwell, 
suffered minor injuries. 

Anyone with information about 
the accident should call police on 
101 . 


Fears Ely Post 
Office could shut 


STAFF at Ely Post Office have 
admitted they are as worried 
about the future of the branch as 
its users are. 

Employees say they “haven’t got 
a clue” what the future holds for 
the branch in High Street and 
that they are “taking each day as 
it comes”. 

It comes just weeks after resi¬ 
dents voiced concerns that the 
branch could close. 

Lloyds Pharmacy, which has a 
branch in High Street, and has a 
contract to manage the post 
office, is re-locating - which is 
what has sparked the fears. 

The pharmacy is moving to St 
Mary’s Surgery, in St Mary’s 
Street, and hopes to do so by 
August. 

Lloyds Pharmacy says it is 
working to find an alternative 
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provider for the post office - but 
staff and locals are worried one 
may not be found. 

Speaking to Ely News, a post 
office employee said: “We haven’t 
got a clue what’s happening. 
Obviously we’re worried as we 
might lose our jobs. 

“We’re just taking each day as it 
comes and hoping that another 
provider will come forward, but 
we do have our doubts. 

“Goodness knows what will 
happen if we do close as there is 
no way Ely can be without a post 
office. You only have to look at 
how busy we always are.” 

Sheila Hawes, of Ely’s Silver 
Street, is also worried. She said: 
“Staff have told me the future of 


the branch is uncertain. 

“It’s not fair for employees to be 
kept out the loop like they are 
and it’s also not fair on people 
like myself who use the post 
office. 

“Does whoever’s in charge not 
realise how important our post 
office is? We simply cannot be 
without it.” 

A spokesman for Lloyds 
Pharmacy said: “We can confirm 
that we are moving from the 
High street to St Mary’s Surgery. 
We are fully committed to con¬ 
tinuing to serve the community 
of Ely and this move has been 
made with that in mind. 

“At present we are seeking an 
alternative provider to maintain 
continuity of the post office ser¬ 
vice in Ely.” Nobody from Post 
Office was available to comment. 


Mayor insists flag will soon be flying again in Ely Market Place 


ELY’S flag has had to be 
taken town - as it was 
flapping against a CCTV 
camera. 

The City of Ely Council 
has temporarily 
removed the flag but 


hopes to have it flying 
again soon. 

Ely’s Mayor, Elaine 
Griffin-Singh, said: “It 
had to be taken down as 
it was bashing against a 
CCTV camera. We didn’t 


want it to get damaged 
so it was decided to take 
it down.” 

Little Downham resi¬ 
dent Eddie Holden, who 
pressed the council to 
erect a flag in the Market 


Place, is unhappy it has 
been taken down. 

But Elaine said: “It’ll 
be flying again soon 
though so there’s no 
need for people to 
worry.”

Ofsted praise for 
new school head 


A PRIMARY school which was so 
poor it was given a notice to 
improve by Government inspec¬ 
tors has made a dramatic turna¬ 
round in just over 12 months. 

Downham Feoffees Primary 
School in Little Downham was 
urged to make “significant 
improvements” by Ofsted last 
year after assesors rated its over¬ 
all effectiveness as “inadequate”. 

Since then a new head teacher, 
Michelle Siequien, has been 
appointed, and according to 
Ofsted’s latest inspection, the 
school is now good with out¬ 
standing features. 

Inspectors said the overall 
leadership was outstanding, as 
was the behaviour of pupils. The 
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quality of teaching and pupils’ 
achievement were found to be 
good. 

Talking about the new head, 
they said: “She has combined a 
relentless and uncompromising 
drive for improvement with an 
inspiring vision that gives staff 
confidence, and enables them to 
make a real difference to the 
pupils. 

“The head knows exactly what 
is going on, but also gives staff 
the freedom to take responsibil¬ 
ity and show initiative. Teaching, 
which just over a year ago was 


bordering on inadequate, is now 
solidly good and moving close to 
outstanding.” 

Pupils in turn were praised for 
their behaviour and attitude. 
They said: “This is because the 
new head has brought in a new 
approach to managing behav¬ 
iour, which has proven highly 
successful.” 

The school was encouraged to 
increase the proportion of out¬ 
standing teaching and speed up 
progress in mathematics. 

Mrs Siequien said: “I’m delight¬ 
ed with the progress we’ve made. 
I’d like to thank ah the staff, chil¬ 
dren, parents and the governing 
body for working together to 
achieve this excellent result.”

CCTV cameras will ‘aid security 
and safety’ in Ely Country Park 


CCTV cameras are being installed 
in Ely’s Country Park in a bid to 
boost security and reduce crime. 

Cambridgeshire Police and East 
Cambridgeshire District Council 
have announced that CCTV equip¬ 
ment should be up and running in 
the Pocket Park area by August. 

The cameras will also have night 
vision which they say will “aid with 
the security and safety of the park”. 

The news comes after numerous 
reports in the Ely News in recent 
months about dog walkers being 
confronted and even attacked by 
“aggressive” people when walking 
their dogs in the Pocket Park and 
Roswell Pits area. 

Residents claim people are hunt- 
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ing wildfowl, including ducks and 
geese, in the park, and fishing ille¬ 
gally in the area. 

Homeless people are also camping 
in the country park - something 
which police say they are aware of 
but that the public should not be 
worried about. 

Last Thursday, community lead¬ 
ers, including police, councillors 
and firefighters, came together in 
the country park for a special multi¬ 
agency action evening. 

Residents were able to discuss any 
concerns they have about certain 


activities in the area, including lit¬ 
tering, arson and underage drink¬ 
ing. 

Sue Loaker, Cambridgeshire 
Constabulary’s crime prevention 
officer, said: “This was a very worth¬ 
while evening as we had the oppor¬ 
tunity to walk around the country 
park and speak to the public who 
use the area. 

“As many of us already knew, resi¬ 
dents provided really positive feed¬ 
back with all but one person saying 
they enjoyed the area and felt safe 
there. 

“One issue which was highlighted 
was the amount of litter in the park 
- despite adequate bins being pro¬ 
vided. This is something we will be 


working with our partners to 
address. 

“To reassure residents further, we 
will continue to routinely patrol the 
park and would ask anyone who 
does see any anti-social behaviour 
to call police on 101.”

also recently been installed in the 
park. 

lim Meikle, community fire safety 
officer at Cambridgeshire Fire and 
Rescue Service, said: “The event 
enabled organisations to compare 
experience and engage with park 
users. 

“The park was clean and tidy with 
only a small amount of littering 
which was cleared by staff. 

“We saw no evidence of any signifi¬ 
cant vandalism or fire damage and 
park users spoken to say they felt 
safe in the park.” 

The new CCTV equipment is being 
funded through Section 106 money, 
which is money given to the council 
by developers.

Firefighters save

Future’s bright 
for Ely medical 
centre following 
contract change 

NO staff at a doctor’s surgery have lost their 
jobs as the result of the practice being taken 
over by new managers. 

There were fears that some staff at the 
Cathedral Medical Centre in Ely could be 
made redundant after the practice was taken 
over by the Staploe Medical Centre in Soham. 

NHS England awarded a new five-year 
contract to the Staploe Medical Centre after 
the Cathedral Medical Centre’s former 
managers’, Practice PLC’s contract came to 
an end at the end of April. 

Speaking at the time, NHS England said it 
was “hopeful” that no staff would lose their 
jobs, and now it has been confirmed that 
there have been no job losses - and that none 
are planned. 

A spokesman for NHS England said: “All GP 
services and clinics operating from the 
Cathedral Medical Centre are continuing as 
normal. 

“The new provider, Staploe Medical 
Practice, has been working with the current 
team to ensure minimal disruption to staff 
and patients. 

“Staploe has taken on the contract for five 
years ensuring a period of stability for the 
service to patients. 

“There have been no job losses, none are 
planned, and the practice is currently 
recruiting two additional posts.” 

The Cathedral Medical Centre is based at 
the Princess of Wales Hospital in Ely’s Lynn 
Road. 

Patients already registered at the centre 
have not had to re-register or re-book 
appointments as a result of the change either, 
according to NHS England.

However, the case has since been dropped 
by the Crown Prosecution Service and Eley 
has been cleared of all charges.

‘We’re baffled 
over outdoor 
seating rules’ 


RULES on outdoor seating arrange¬ 
ments have caused confusion for cafe 
and eatery owners in Ely for years. 

And now it appears that councillors 
could be just as confused. 

The City of Ely Council says it has been 
waiting for more than two years for 
Cambridgeshire County Council to 
draw up a document which tells busi¬ 
ness owners how much outdoor seating 
space they are allowed. 

Outdoor seating became an issue after 
residents complained that some cafes 
were obstructing pavements by having 
too many tables and chairs outside. 

But the county council says that the 
city council was never promised the 
document and that it will not be receiv¬ 
ing one as it is the authority which is 
responsible for governing where tables 
and chairs can be placed on highway 
land. 

Ely’s Mayor, city and district Cllr 
Elaine Griffin-Singh, is confused. 

She said: “It’s ridiculous. The county 
council told the city council it would 
have this document around two years 
ago and yet we still haven’t received it. 

“Every time we enquire about it we’re 
told it’ll be with us shortly. 

“It’s coming up to the summer now 
and more and more cafes and food 
places will be wanting to put more out¬ 
door seating out as the weather warms 
up.

“We don’t want the usual issue of some 
businesses taking the mickey by putting 
too many out, which can also result in 
pavements being obstructed for pedes¬ 
trians, buggies and wheelchairs. 

“We need a set of rules so that it’s fair 
for everyone and yet still we’re wait¬ 
ing.” 

But the county council says there is no 
need for a new document to be drawn 
up and that businesses wishing to put 
tables and chairs outside their premis¬ 
es should approach them. 

A spokesman for the authority said: 
“The county council, as the highways 
authority, is responsible for agreeing 
when and where tables can be placed 
on highway land. 

“Cabinet agreed a countywide 
approach in October 2011, which allows 
applications to be considered on their 
merits, taking account of local opinion 
and the individual circumstances of 
each proposed location. 

“An explanation of the process and 
details of how to apply for permission 
have been available on the county 
council website since that cabinet deci¬ 
sion was taken.”

Residents urged to be on their 
guard against fraudulent emails 


RESIDENTS in East 
Cambridgeshire are being 
warned about an email scam. 

HM Revenue and Customs 
(HMRC) is urging tax credit 
claimants to be on their guard 
against scam or “phishing” 
emails sent out by fraudsters in 
the run-up to the renewal dead¬ 
line. 

During last year’s tax credits 
renewals period, from April to 
July, nearly 22,000 phishing 
emails were reported to HMRC. 

Although the department 
worked with other agencies to 


shut down more than 147 scam 
websites during the period, oth¬ 
ers continue to be created. 

Phishing emails often promise 
money back and, if the recipient 
clicks on a link, they are taken to 
a fake replica of the HMRC web¬ 
site. 

They are then asked to provide 
credit or debit card details or 
other sensitive information such 
as passwords. The fraudsters then 
try to take money from their 
account. Money may be stolen 
from victims’ bank accounts, or 
their personal details can be sold 


to criminal gangs, leading to pos¬ 
sible identify theft. 

Nick Lodge, director general of 
benefits and credits, said: “HMRC 
will never ask you to disclose per¬ 
sonal or payment information by 
email. 

“We are committed to your 
online security but the methods 
fraudsters use to obtain informa¬ 
tion are constantly changing, so 
you need to be alert. 

“Anyone in Cambridgeshire 
who receives this type of email 
should send it to phishing@hmrc. 
gsi.gov.uk.”

Laura backs grandad 
in rare disease battle 


A CARING granddaughter will 
be leaping 10,000ft out of a 
plane to help fund further 
research into the rare illness 
suffered by her grandad. 

Laura Woolley, 20, has made it 
her mission to raise money - and 
awareness - about progressive 
supranuclear palsy (PSP) as her 
grandfather, 71-year-old Ben 
Jupp, from Ely, is battling the 
disease. 

Laura has been so affected by 
Ben’s illness that she’s even 
decided to quit her job as a pas¬ 
try chef at prestigious London 
restaurant The Wolseley, and to 
move back to her parents’ home 
in Staploe, near St Neots, so that 
she can see more of him. 

Ben is well-known in the area, 
not only for his work as a pen¬ 
sions consultant in Cambridge, 
where he worked closely with 
Cambridge University, but also 
for his role as a local Rotarian, 
dedicated churchgoer and his 
ties with Ely Cathedral and pro¬ 
moting fairtrade. 

He has suffered with PSP for a

few years but was at first wrongly 
diagnosed with having 
Parkinson’s disease. 

Ben’s condition has deteriorat¬ 
ed quickly over the years and he 
is now at Cambridge Manor Care 
Home in Milton Road, 
Cambridge. 

Laura said: “It’s obviously 
awful to see him getting weaker 
and every time I come home 
from London I notice a differ¬ 
ence in him, which is sad. 

“That’s why I’ve decided to 
move back to St Neots so that I 
can see him more often. 

“I’ve also decided to do a sky¬ 
dive to raise money for the 
Progressive Supranuclear Palsy 
Association. 

“It’s quite a rare illness and I’d 
like to raise as much money as I 
can to help the association fund 
further research into it.” 

PSP is caused by the progres¬ 
sive death of nerve cells in the 
brain, leading to difficulty with 


balance, movement, vision, 
speech and swallowing. 

The initial symptoms in two- 
thirds of cases are loss of bal¬ 
ance, lunging forward when 
mobilizing, fast walking, bump¬ 
ing into objects or people, and 
falls. Other common early symp¬ 
toms are changes in personality, 
general slowing of movement, 
and visual symptoms. 

Ben’s wife, Pauline, who lives in 
Ely, said: “We’re both extremely 
proud of Laura and Ben is 
thrilled with what she’s doing. 

“PSP is a horrible, horrible ill¬ 
ness and it’s so sad to see some¬ 
one who is very mentally able 
being failed by their body. 

“It’s had such a big impact on 
Ben’s life and anything Laura 
can do to help the PSP 
Association is fantastic.”

Praise for new park home laws 


NEW rights which give residents 
who live on park home sites the 
protection they need from 
unscrupulous owners have been 
welcomed by local MP Jim Paice. 

Sir Jim, MP for South East 
Cambridgeshire, says too many 
park home operators across the 
UK, including in his constituen¬ 
cy, have abused their position to 
make a profit at their residents’ 
expense. 

In some cases, site owners have 
lied to prospective purchasers 
about the conditions of homes 
and even dug holes around 
homes to make them unsaleable. 

The new laws which have now 
been introduced remove site 
owners from the park home buy¬ 


ing and selling process, meaning 
that residents cannot be forced 
to, or prevented from, selling 
their park homes to fill the land¬ 
lord’s pocket. 

They also make it harder to 
impose unexpected charges or 
changes of rules, and give local 
authorities more power to 
enforce breaches, making it eas¬ 
ier to prosecute a site owner who 
harasses residents. 

The Government has also 
launched a new national hel-

pline for residents to get advice 
on their rights. Sir Jim said: “I’m 
delighted that the Government 
is safeguarding park home resi¬ 
dents in my constituency. 

“For too long, some unscrupu¬ 
lous operators have made resi¬ 
dents’ lives a misery, intimidat¬ 
ing people and manipulating the 
rules to turn a quick profit.

Catch a glimpse of 
Avocets in Welney 

WARDENS at the Wildfowl and Wetlands Trust 
(WWT) in Welney are celebrating. 

The first brood of Avocet chicks have hatched on 
the centre’s Ouse Washes. 

Severe flooding last year meant the entire colony 
of Avocets lost their nests as the rising water 
washed the eggs away. 

Avocets are one of nine species of wading birds 
that breed on the reserve at the WWT in Welney. 

The proud parents are the first of 33 pairs to 
successfully hatch their eggs, and they now have 
three fluffy young to show off. 

Leigh Marshall, centre manager at Welney, said: 
“It is wonderful to see these fantastic birds 
breeding successfully on the reserve again. 

“Avocets nest on bare ground very close to water, 
which means that they prefer to use the lagoons 
right in front of our hides. 

“Visitors will be able to watch the chicks being 
shown how to feed by their parents. The 
up-turned bill is swept back and forth through the 
water as they feed on the tiny insects that make 
up their diet.” 

Visitors can see the Avocets and their chicks 
close up from the hides and no specialist 
equipment is needed to view them.

SOME of Ely’s most precious open 
spaces are to become the subject 
of a new oral history project. 

Ely Wildspace, an action group 
dedicated to protecting the city’s 
beauty spots, has secured money 
from the Heritage Lottery Fund 
(HLF) to run a new project called 
‘Memories of Ely Pits and 
Meadows’.

The government’s pledge 
to simplify the tax system 
conflicts with its move to 
crack down on aggressive 
tax avoidance schemes, 
on the basis that any 
simplification opens the 
doors to further abuse 
opportunities. 

A welcome 

announcement in this 
year’s budget was for 
small unincorporated 
businesses, which may 
choose to prepare their 
annual accounts on a 
simplified ‘cash basis’ if 
sales are less than the VAT 
threshold of £79,000. 

Having read through the 
legislation, the use of flat 
rate expenses and the 
removal of debtors, 
creditors, accruals and 
prepayments does, to 
some degree, make the 
annual process a bit 
easier. Small businesses 
who are owed relatively 
large sums from 
customers, could benefit 
from a welcome 12 
month payment delay of 
income tax and national 
insurance. For example, if 
you were owed £5,000 
from customers, a tax 
payment of up to £2,000 
could be delayed.
